Building Committee Confident 
School Will be Ready

Members of Town Council and School Committee 
were given a lour of the nearly completed High Schoo: 
Monday. Building Committee Chairman Paul Fieldstad 
and architect Alfred Casella conducted the tour, poin¬ 
ting out cost-saving factors and energy conservation 
measures as they went along. 

Building Committee members include Fieldstad. 
Georue Bickford, and Richard Borgatti with alternates 
Frank Locke. Roberta Doering, and Thomas Enn 
assisting. 

Federal Reimbursement 

A total of $4.5 million was appropiated for the con¬ 
struction and renovation of the 20 year old built', mi.. 
with 50 percent reimbursement coming from the Siat- 
government. 

Fieldstad indicated that with the eomricion c 
scheduled work (and perhaps a fresh coai oi paint on a . 
interior walls where needed) approximately a half 

million dollars will remain unexpended. 

“Numerous attempts were made to cut costs and con¬ 
serve energy,” stated I’ieldstad. Examples of this, he 
said, include use of existing furniture whenever possi¬ 
ble, installation of special, three inch thick windows in 
downstair corridor for maximum light and minimum 
heat loss, and the installation of new hot water circula¬ 
tion cvctpm to run off oil Or C3S.

Hiring 


The School Committee and Superintendent of 
Schools Louis J. Hebert were taken to task by a small 
group of town residents Tuesday night as picket signs 
appeared outside Tuesday’s meeting to protest the re¬ 
cent hiring of 14 non-residents for teaching positions. 

According to school board member Walter Balboni, 
“it\ was the first time in my 17 years on the board that 
residents picketed a school meeting.” 

The group of 15 protesters, carrying signs such as 
“It’s time for a change” and School Committee be for 
Agawam or be Gone,” appeared approximately 35 
minutes prior to the meetings start. 

Several board members and Hebert reportedly were 
discussing the possibility of drafting a statement to the 
public but could not receive the support of the majority 
of the board. 

Resident Edgar A. Regnier, the organizer of the pro¬ 
test, today told The Advertiser/News “that he was 
satisfiedwitli the picket,” adding, “I know no\v the 
Superintendent and School Committee have heard us. 


They will hear us again when election time rolls in next 
year, believe me.” 

Regnier. a candidate himself for the vacated Atten¬ 
dance Officer position, said residents of the community 
“arc up in arms” over recent actions by the board, in¬ 
cluding the pay raise to Hebert. 

“I for one cannot understand how the board can give

Fuller has not released the minutes of the executive ses¬

Peo¬ 
ple in this town are sick and trred of locked doon> and 
secret meetings, like the one where the Superintendent 
received the pay raise,” Lacienski remarked. 

Lacienski says he planned to address the School C om¬ 
mittee at their Tuesday session but was told by a Schoo! 
Department employee that any citizen who wishes to 
speak before the committee must first submit his intent 
in writing to the Superintendent at least five days prior 

to the meeting. . . , .. 4 . 

Lacienski added he was further advised that the 
Superintendent and School Committee C haii set the 
agenda and it was at their disgression what appeared on 

the agenda. , . 

He offered this observation on the citizen speak 
policy, ‘‘I don’t see why any citizen in this community 
has to go through this type of red tape to speak to 
elected officials. 1 wanted to give them the courtesy to 
hear my complaints but obviously they are more involv¬ 
ed with secret meeting rather than listening to their con¬ 
stituents.” , , , f 

Lacienski stated that in the past he has spoken before 
Town Council by simply signing up at the Town Clerk’s 
office with a day’s notice. 

‘‘I really wanted to sit down with them and hash my 
concerns out but now it’s in the hands of the District At¬ 
torney’s office. I also thought it proper for the Attorney 
General’s office to know what’s going on in this com¬ 
munity.” 

Failed To Post Meetings 

Lacienski also pointed out in his letter to Ryan that 
the School Committee has failed to properly pos> 

meetings. , „ . 

He commented, “Why does the School Committee 
use the executive session every single meeting, 
sometimes two, or three times,?” and what do they have 
to hide by not releasing executive session minutes uom 
years ago. 

At the July 22 meeting, the School Committee voted 
4-2 to grant Hebert his raise, which lifted his yearly ear¬ 
nings to $40,866. Members Jessie Fuller, Richard 
Borgatti, Roberta Doering and Thomas Ennis voted in 
favor of the wage hike while members Rosemary 
Sandlin and Walter Balboni dissented. 

The action initiated harsh criticism from many coun¬ 
cilors and Acting Town Manager Edward Caba, who 
were irritated that Hebert received the 6.5 percent hike 
for fiscal 1980-8! and a $3,000 merit raise 30 days 
before. 

Councilors overwhelmingly told The Advertiser/News 
at the time that the board’s actions were irresponsible in 
a year of a projected tax increase and after the council 
had cooperated with the School Department by not 
substantially cutting their budget. 

Lacienski says he remains confident that the DA’s of¬ 
fice will conduct a thorough investigation of the matter 
and make a decision that is in the best interests of the 
community.

regular aides lor the system will continue througn the 
beginning of school when needs can be reassessed more 
effectively. 

The Committee voted unanimously to reinstitutc the 
limited smoking policy at the High School for 1980-81. 
Members expressed concern that they "be kept advised of 
any problems with compliance. The policy requires the 
student to obtain a consent from his/her parents and 
smoking is allowed exclusively in the courtyard area. In¬ 
fraction of the policy results in withdrawal of smoking 
privileges. 


One exploratory proposal calls for a vocational 
education addition to the high school consisting of 
seven shops, of approximately 27,000 square feet. This 
proposal would cost some $2.2 million and further in¬ 
vestigation will indicate whether the Town can qualify 
for 50 percent reimbursement from the Slate. 

Other proposals call for the creation of “regional 
districts” either within the Westover facility or in sur¬ 
rounding communities. Hebert said he is examining ex¬ 
isting facilities within the area for industrial and voca¬ 
tional education programs as well. 

Board members reaffirmed their committment to 
career education and said it will be continually em¬ 
phasized here. 

In more news the Board posted the position of science 
departm nt chairman and the guidance department 
chairman has been reposted. All special education 
teachers and aides have been hired, though hiring of

Insulation has been added to existing walls as well as 
the newly constructed. Many of the existing classrooms 
have had the outside walls reconstructed, with two 
smaller windows as the new feature. 

The new wing includes two chemistry rooms, 
chemistry prep rpoms, one physics room, four biology 
rooms, two art 'rooms, resource rooms, and storage 
areas. The chemistry rooms each have two, large semi¬ 
circular work tables which are made from reinforced 
concrete 

According to Casella, these tables offer the cheapest, 
most indestructable, and most stable work area 
available. These semi-circular are situated, said Casella, 
so that every student has an unobstructed view ot the 


teacher (and vice versa) and have electric tixtures wired 
into them at regular intervals to eliminate potential 
hazards. 

Waiting For Furniture 

The art rooms are presently waiting for furniture 
which has been held up because of various construction 
and shipping strikes. The shipment is expected within 
the next two weeks. 

Outside the building the 25 acres of open field have 
been reseeded and are being irrigated. A chain link fence 
surrounds the entire area to help provide more control 
of accessability by motor bikes and intruders, Fieldstad 
related. A jogging track is being planned to encircle the 
new tennis courts and help conserve space. 

“The work will be 95 percent completed by the time 
school opens on September 3,” promises Fieldstad. The 
girl’s locker room still needs work. 

An Open Flouse is being tenatively scheduled for Oc¬ 
tober.

The Springfield Turnverein’s 1980 Oktoberfest held this 
past weekend on the club’s Feeding Hills grounds of¬ 
fered people (members or not) the chance to get together 
and share memories, sing and dance, and simply enjoy 
each other’s company in a pleasant atmosphere.

In an attempt to simulate the oxen roasts of Ger¬ 
many, three 70 pound roasts of beef were cooked on a 
homemade spit from approximately 7am to 4pm and the 
sumptiously thick roast beef sandwiches did not last 
long. Kurt and Christa Strehl of 52 Clematis Road, 
Agawam are club members of 21 years who worked 
hard on the “oxen roast.’’ Both are from Germany and 
are glad to be living in the United States “with all our 
freedoms.’’ 

Though there were things that one could do, some 
chose to sit and enjoy each other’s company. Karl and 
Brunhilde Hilbig of 62 Clematis Road, Agawam, sat and 
chatted with friends, Franz and Frieda l.uetz of 
Chicopee. Both couples came to the U.S. in the 1950's 
and have been members of the Turnverein for 20 years. 
Events like the Oktoberfest celebration arc very impor¬ 
tant to them. 

Joe Draghetti, Grounds Chairman, explained -that in 
trying to set up the grounds similar to Germans, dif¬ 
ferent areas of interest were seperated from one another 
by considerable space. This allowed the "singers to en¬ 
joy the German music of the one-man band, Peter I - rye, 
in back of the club, while out front others could dance 
to the music of another band without problems. 
Rosemary Brock of Silver Street, Agawam, appreciated 
the way things were spread out over the grounds. She 
was one of numerous volunteers who helped out 
whenever needed for the 350 four-hour shifts. 

The only people not volunteering, in fact, were the 
bands, who provided many hours of entertainment for 
the crowd. The Hofbraushaus Boys Bavarian Band, 
who recently toured Germany, performed under a 60 by 
150 foot tent that was often filled with toe-tappers and 
music lovers. A band called Ludwig Wilhielm und der 
I Sauerkrauts also performed. 

“We try to offer people a place to spend all day and 
not get ripped off all day long, ’’ said Lloyd Jack. And 
people did come; from New Haven, Pittsfield, and from 
the Boston area. 

“It’s a nice, social crowd,’’ someone said, and they 
were right. The final count saw- 10,000 people flow 
through the gates, yet groups were spread over a large, 
area and people were friendly and courteous. “Things 
. went like clockwork,’’ said one worker, and it seemed to 
be true.

EDITORIAL

Editor's Note: Jim Shaer recently served as a Kennedy 
delegate at the Democratic Convention in New York. The 
Cooper Street resident is currently serving as President 
of the Young Democrats of Hampden County. He was a 
delegate at the Democratic National Mid Term Con¬ 
ference in 1978. In a two part article, Agawam's young 
Democrat relects on the National Convention. 

My first reaction to being elected to the Democratic 
National Convention was one of triumph. Here was a 
twenty-one year old college student from Agawam (oh 
how many people asked me where Agawam was) being 
elected with such political pro’s as former House, 
Speaker David Bartley, Massachusetts State Board of 
Education Chairwoman Anne McHugh, Springfield 
Rep. Ray Jordan and many others. 

The procedure for electing a delegate to the 
Democratic National Convention is quite simple. Each 
candidate holds a caucuss in each congressionaldistrict 
to nominate delegates and alternate delegates. When 
our state’s presidential primary is held, delegates are 
elected according to the percentage of votes each can¬ 
didate garnered in eac) congressionaldistrict. 

When Senator Kennedy received 58 percent of the 
vote, I was elected first Alternate Delegate from the 
First Congressional District and later was named a full 
delegate. 

Lost Early Primaries 

To be quite honest, after Senator Kennedy lost so 
many early primaries, I was sure he could not win the 
nomination over President Carter. However, there were 
many issues that 1 and others felt should be debated dur¬ 
ing the primary season. They way Ted Kennedy con¬ 
ducted himself was just short of a profile in courage. 

There were many people who felt that Ted Kennedy 
would crack under the pressure of a presidential cam¬ 
paign. Well there is no doubt in my mind, let alone the 
critics, that the Kennedy campaign was one noble ven¬ 
ture that was conducted with class, dignity, and yes, 
courage. 

Ted Kennedy did not have to continue his fight for 
the nomination. But he did. He continued because he 
and his supporters believed in an America that has to be 
better for the middle class and underpriveleged...an 
America that would ensure decent health care, equal 
rights for ail people, and a job for every American who 
wanted to work. 


Suspend The Rules 

We hoped that enough delegates would consider 
suspending the Temporary Rules which bound each 
delegate on the first ballot to the candidate they were 
elected to represent. It should be again noted that since 
our party’s first convention, delegates have always had 
the right to vote their conscience. 

A delegate role is one of deliberation. Not one of a 
rubber stamp. Next week I will comment on the rules 
vote on an Open Convention (rule F3C), the platform 
debate, and Senator Kennedy’s speech as opposed to 
Jimmy Carter’s speech.

School Committee Sparks Comment 


Schools Hiring and School Board Hit 

To The Editor: 

Why!!! Why is it that the School Committee will not 
pick qualified people from Agawam for jobs that open 
up at our schools (teachers, attendance officers. 
Superintendent of Schools)? We voted these people into 
these positions to help our townspeople (a stipulation 
the School Committee put into their by-laws that the 
Superintendent did not know wasjhere) in jobs that 
come up and to save on our taxes and help improve our 
schools system. 

It seems the people of this town who work hard to 
give their children a good education, so they can get a 
teachers job or any other job they are qualified for. You 
would figure the people put in office would want to pick 
people from their own town. But no, they pick people 
from out to town, and ignore our people. 

For the job of Superintendant of Schools, they had a 
qualified man right in their own school system. He was 
overlooked. They had to go out to another state to pick 
up a person for this job. They wined and dined him, 
checked into his qualifications and then gave him a 
salary of $40,000 of our hard earned tax money. (This is 
helping us save our taxes?) 

He is being paid by the people of this town and yet 
will not accept any of our people for the jobs that have 
opetied up. Why! Teachers jobs come up but no one 
from this town was hired (except one person only, part 
time) because they were qualified. An Attendance Of¬ 
ficer's job was posted, resumes were asked for. They 
had to be in by a certain time. We were interviewed by 
the Superintendent of Schools. Two of the applicants 
were quaiifed; one under the grandfather clause, mean¬ 
ing this person served as an attendance officer before 
September of 1972. He served about nine months before 
this date. He also served in 1979 and 1980 to the finish 


The above request and your subsequent investigation 
may show that Chapter 39 of the Mass. General Laws, 
Section 23B, was violated by the Agawam School Com¬ 
mittee. 

Particular attention should be given to the meeting of 
July 22, 1980 where the committee used an improper 
motion to go into executive session, improper informa¬ 
tion was discussed in the executive session contrary to 
the open meeting law. A vote was taken in this same ses¬ 
sion and was not revealed to the public when the regular 
session re-convened. The Minutes of this meeting have 
not as of this date been released to the public.

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service has been working 
for quite some time on a major study titled “Public At¬ 
titudes Toward Critical Wildlife and Natural Habitat 
Issues.” Phase 1 has been published, and it has'some 
very interesting information for anyone concerned with 
the future of hunting in this country. 

This study was performed over a three-year period 
with 2,759 interviews on a national probability sample 
of people 18 and over, so it was certainly done in con¬ 
siderable depth.

Respondents were asked to indicate “the first and se¬ 
cond most important reasons for the endangerment and 
extinction of the greatest number of wild animal species 
in the United States during the past 25 years.” 

Hunting and trapping came in fourth behind 
Chemical and Industrial Pollution, Human Over¬ 
population Resulting in Land Lost to Commercial 
Housing Development and Loss of Wild Land to 
Natural Resources Industries. 

Apparently, the public doesn’t know that no species 
has been made extinct by sport hunting in the U.S. Ac¬ 
tually the hunter has been the first to recognize the 
dangers of overhunting and has been in the forefront 
for reduced bags and shortened or closed seasons. 
Secondly the hunter has been the unselfish “one” with 
his financial resources in supporting and establishing 
Game Commissions in every state of the Union. The 
hunter realizes that only with good sensible game 
management can the wildlife the U.S. survive and pro- 
pogate. 

The results of his theories are “proof of the 
pudding.” We have more deer in the U.S. now than in 
our entire history-we have more wild turkeys in the 
U.S. than ever before-we have one of the largest duck 
populations in the country since the Wildlife Service 
started to take duck counts in the three flyways of the 
U.S. and keep records of the increase and decrease of 
the duck population. 

Hunters-Sportsmen Contribute 

Hunters and sportmen have contributed $100 million 
to Ducks Unlimited, a non-profit organization that 
spends the monies received for improving the duck fac¬ 
tories in Canada and this country. The hunter supports 
the finances the law enforcement agencies in their

respective states to apprehend the game law violaters. 
“Hunting is the prime tool of good game 
management.” The facts support it. 

The interviews showed clearly the feelings of the 
respondents on hunting/recreation. The question asked 
was- “Of the following reasons for hunting, which do 
you’ approve or oppose. A-Hunting game mammals 
such as deer for recreation and sport. 37 percent ap¬ 
proved, 62 percent disapproved; B-Hunting for meat, 
85 percent approved, 14 percent disapproved; 
C-Hunting for recreation and meat; 64 percent approv¬ 
ed, 34 percent disapproved. 

Not that seems pretty clear. If you eat it. the public, 
by considerable majority, says go ahead and hunt it. But 
if you don’t eat it, don’t shoot it. 

But that’s where we get a bit confused. All the duck 
and deer hunters we know hunt for recreation, sport, 
and meat, and the chances are most deer hunters reallv 
want a good-sized rack on their deer, too. 

In the final analysis, the hunters in this country have 
to carry on a PR program stressing the fact that we en¬ 
joy the recreation afforded by hunting and that we do 
eat the meat that we hunt.

with changes in the laws being passed down from the 
higher levels of government. In addition to our regular 
elections, we had numerous petitions to be certified as 
well as the certification of nomination papers for people 
who were seeking office. 

Once again the townspeople elected a Charter Com¬ 
mission to re-evaluate the charter. The Commission 
presented a report to the voters of Agawam (“Revised 
Town Manager Proposal) for approval. As things will 
go, a petition was presented to the Town Clerk in¬ 
dicating that a “Mayor-Council Proposal” form of 
government should be put on the November 6, 1979 
ballot. 

The results of the election showed the desire of the 
people to keep their present form of government - fif¬ 
teen councilmen and a town manager. The respon¬ 
sibilities, authority and accountability of the Town Clerk 
are vast. Every decision made by him or by his election 
officers places him in a position where he must answer 
for any irregularities. I must credit my election officers 
from the Warden down to the School Custodians for a

i During the fiscal year 77/78, your Police Department 
progressed into another plane of achievement. Not only 
were we successful in the scope of our police endeavors 

I but also in the areas of continual cooperation with other 
- departments and civic groups in town. This year we 
have had the opportunity to work with the Sealer of 
• Weights and Measures on several occasions, which led 

T ^ to the successful prosecution of various vending 
schemes to the protection of the townspeople. We have 
also worked very closely with the Department of Public 
Works, assisting them during man-made and natural 
disasters. The Health Department is also kept informed 
on a daily basis as to dog bites or any other health con¬ 
ditions concerning the townspeople. 

In order to enforce our Dog Leash laws we do assist 
the Dog Officer whenever possible. As well as these 
planned assistance programs, we also work with the 
school maintenence and the park and recreation person¬ 
nel toward the prevention of damage and apprehension 
of wrongdoers - not only for their buildings and proper¬ 
ty, but also all town, county and state property. The 
Fire Department is in almost daily contact with us by 
virtue of their assistance with the rescue truck at serious 
accident scenes. Both the additional manpower and 
equipment have proven extremely helpful at these times 
of emergency. 

In the past years our department has improved in 
many areas. We have had the opportunity to send our 
officers to special schools for such things as in¬ 
vestigating arson, rape, traffic, finger printing, crime 
scene search and Civil Defense training. The training 
has proved to be helpful in apprehending criminals and 
the number of actual crimes being cleared either by ar¬ 
rest or by other exceptional means. 

The Police Department has recently purchased a 
recording device that tapes all incoming calls to the 
department. This new piece of equipment is a great asset 
to the department as it helps us to verify the accuracy of 
procedures and to review emergency calls for proper in¬ 
formation. The department has also purchased a new 
system introduced to us by the Massachusetts Police In¬ 
stitute. This new system provides us with much more 
accurate details of the activity that is occurring around 
town, (i.e.: the amound of B & E’s and the time in 
which they occurred and the areas in which they most 
frequently occur.) 

In an ever increasing effort to give the townspeople 
ever improving services Police Chief Stanley 
Chmielewski is pleased to report that 75 percent of the 
men have obtained a degree in Law Enforcement and 
that three of the present police officers are teaching in 
this field. Each man is also required to update their 
medical training in C.P.R., First Responder, which in¬ 
sures the public that they are getting the best possible 
care in case of emergency. 

With our continued cooperation and support we will 
develop*and hopefully broaden these services to you.

The continuing program of maintenance and moder¬ 
nization of the C.D. two-way radio equipment has 
resulted in the F.M. conversion of all eight units 
through the diligent efforts of John Balboni, our Elec¬ 
tronics Specialist. Periodic tests and drills are conducted 
to ascertain proper functioning of the radio units, and 
to develop personnel skills under simulated emergency 
conditions. This activitiy is facilitated by a working ar¬ 
rangement concluded with the local Repeater club for 
use of the Provin Mountain repeater and its mobile per¬ 
sonnel in times of emergency to augment the town own¬ 
ed facilities. 

Current State and Federal policies emphasize civil 
preparedness in matters related to natural disasters and 
civil disorders. Frequent meetings are held under State 
auspices with the Red Cross, National Guard, and other 
neighboring community agencies to gain familiarity 
with available resources and to expedite employment of 
same when and where needed. Our radiological training 
and monitoring equipment and apparatus are under the 
capable direction and custody of James H. Loomis, Jr., 
Deputy Director, and Principal at Granger School. 


Efforts arc continuing alone the line providing a 
mobile communications vehicle which can also serve as 
an emergency command post for the Town Manager 
and or first aid station. Such a vehicle was recently ac¬ 
quired by transfer of the bookmobile for such use. 
Work is underway to make it operational for emergency 
communications with radiotelephone and links to 
RACES. RFAOT. area state Civil Defense head¬ 
quarters. and the local government radio system. The 
recent break in Springfield waterline and resulting local 
flooding in mid-winter, empahsi/ed the need for such a 
facility. 

To augment the warning siren system. Civil Defense 
now has eleven power megaphones arranged for mobile 
use to convey verbal messages to any and all sections ot 
town in case of emergency ev acuation or similar public 
distrubance. Also available are three hand-held I M 
units that tie in with the local RACES net and the 
REPEATERS in the great Springfield area.

The Department of Public Works in the Town of I 
Agawam consists of five divisions: administration, ■ 
engineering, highway, sanitation and water. This ar- f, 
rangement allows the interchange of personnel, and 
equipment between divisions when necessary and also y 
insures that the programs and projects of the various 
divisions are coordinated. 

The last Town Report of the Department of Public 
Works was for the fiscal year 1976. This report will 
cover the accomplishments of the Department trom Ju¬ 
ly 1, 1976 through June 30, 1977. The Department was 
under the direction of Superintendent of Public Works, 
Leonard Belcher during this period, and John Stone 
served as Town Engineer. 

HIGHWAY DIVISION 

The Highway Division’s operations are centered 
around the maintenanceand construction of streets and 
their appurtenances. Their work includes road construc¬ 
tion, repair and patching, traffic markings, sweeping, 
vegetation control, snow and ice control, manufacture 
and installation of traffic signs, sidewalk repairs and 
traffic signal maintenance. The mechanics of this Divi¬ 
sion repairand maintain all municipal vehicles with the 
exception of those of the School Department and the 

fire trucks. . , , 

Major accomplishments during fiscal 1977 included 
the resurfacing of portions of North Street, North 
Westfield Street, Adams Street, Elm Street, Perry Lane, 
Mill Street and Barry Street. In addition, the final por¬ 
tion of Rowley Street was constructed. 

SANITATION DIVISION 

The general activities of the Sanitation Division focus 
on the maintenance and expansion of the Town’s 
sewage and drainage system including sanitary sewers 
and laterals, force mains, pumping stations, storm 
drains, culverts and catch basins. Also, under this Divi¬ 
sion falls the responsibility for the collection and 
disposal of solid waste although the work is performed 
by a hired contractor. 

In fiscal 1977 Division personnel enlarged culverts ori 
Shoemaker Lane and installed new storm drains serving 
Kensington Street. 

Major storm drain improvements were completed on 
Silver Street and North West Street. These projects were 
done by private contractors under the supervision of the 
Engineering Division whose personnel prepared the 
plans, specifications and contract documents for the 
projects. 

Fiscal 1977 saw the completion of an additional 
sanitary sewer connection to the Bondi Island 
Wastewater Treatment Plant including a new pumping 
■ station on School Street and a force main under the 
Westfield River. This project was constructed with 
grants from the State and Federal Governments paying 
the great majority bf the cost. 

The issuance of sewer use bills also began during this 
year. These charges, based on water consumption, pays 
for the cost of wastewater treatment, the operation and 
maintenance of the sqnitary sewer system and 
Agawam’s share of the capital cost of the new regional 
wastewater treatment facility on Bondi Island. 

WATER DIVISION 

The Water Division is mainly concerned with the 
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Insurance Program. Also, much effort was expended in 
reviewing the plans for and construction of the im¬ 
provements serving the Pheasant Hill Village project.

Department Of

The Department of Public Works in the Town of 
Agawam consists of five divisions; Administration, 
Engineering, Highway, Sanitation and Water. This ar¬ 
rangement allows the interchange of personnel and 
equipment between divisions when necessary and also 
insures that the programs and projects of the various 
divisions arc coordinated. 

This Town Report of the Department of Public 
Works covers the accomplishment of the Department 
from July 1, 1977 through June 30, 1978. This time 
frame saw the retirement of Leonard Belcher as 
Superintendent of Public Works in February of 1978. 
Assuming the position of Superintendent was John P. 
Stone who previously held the position of Town 
Engineer since May 1, 1967. John Savioli assumed the 
position of Town Engineer on an acting basis moving up 
from the position of Assistant Town Engineer he had 
held for many years. 

HIGHWAY DIVISION 

The Highway Division’s operations are centered 
around the maintenance and construction of streets-and 
their appurtenances. Their work includes road construc¬ 
tion, repair and patching, traffic markings, sweeping, 
vegetation control, snow and ice control, manufacture 
and installation of traffic signs, sidewalk repairs, and 
traffic signal maintenance. The mechanics of this Divi¬ 
sion repair and maintain all municipal vehicles with the 
exception of those of the School Dept, and the fire 
trucks. 

Major accomplishments during fiscal 1978 include the 
repaving of Park Street and portions of Cosgrove 
Avenue and Lealand Avenue. In addition, portions of 
Kensington Street; Lealand Avenue and Cosgrove 
Avpnup wprp reconstructed. 
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specifications for major water main construction by 
contract in southwestern Feeding Hills including South 
Westfield Street, Pine Street and Barry Street. 

The Safe Drinking Water Act also went into effect 
during fiscal 1978. The Water Division now collects 15 
samples of water twice a month from locations 
througout the Town which are tested for bacteria con¬ 
tamination. Chemical examination of the water is made 
on a less frequent basis. No problems with the water we 

distribute have been detected 

Late in fiscal 1978 a preapphcation was filed with the 
U.S. Dept, of Housing and Urban Development uncer 
their Small Cities Program for funds to improve the 
water distribution system in the North Agawam Area 
Action on this preapplication is expected early in fiscal 

1979 

The City of Springfield announced a price increase 
for the water we purchase from them. Negotiations over 
this increase are underway and once the price is finally 
resolved an increase in Agawam’s water rate will be 
necessary probably beginning in January of !9 9. 

ENGINEER DIVISION 

The majority of the activities of the Engineering-Divi¬ 
sion are concerned with the provisions of technical and 
administration services to the Department of Public 
Works. These services include design, contract prepara¬ 
tion and construction layout and inspeciton of water 
mains, sanitary sewers, storm drains and sidewalks and 
design and layout of street reconstruction projects. In 
addition, the Division provides advice and assistance to 
the Planning Board, Conservation Commission, Board 
of Appeals and many other Town Boards, Agencies and

In the past year, in addition to the projects and work 
listed above, the Division prepared a second grant ap¬ 
plication for the Economic Development Administra¬ 
tion’s Local Public Works Program for the Agawam 
Public Library.

Works Program. The projects applied for were an addi¬ 
tion to the Town Hall, a public library and a water main 
project in Feeding Hills. These initial applications were 
not successful. 

Other major undertakings of this Division have been 
the preparation of Sewer Use Charge Ordinance, the im¬ 
plementation of the Sewer Use Ordinance, and the revi¬ 
sion of the Flood Plain Zoning Ordinance to allow 
residents to continue to participate in the Federal Flood 


SANITATION DIVISION 

The general activities of the Sanitation Division focus 
on the maintenance and expansion of the Town’s 
sewage and drainage systems including sanitary sewers 
and laterals, force mains, pumping stations, storm 
drains-, culverts and catch basins. Also, under this Divi¬ 
sion falls the responsibility for the collections and 
disposal of solid waste although this service is perform¬ 
ed by private contractors. 

During fiscal 1978 Division personnel cleared and 
dredged a portion of the Ramah Circle brook and in¬ 
stalled new storm drains serving a portion of Suffield 
Street. x 

Fiscal 1978 saw the commencement of construction of 
sanitary sewers to serve Colemore-North Street area east 
of Deep Gutter and on the Threemile Brook Pumping 
Station and Forcemain located off Main Street which 
will relieve existing sewers in the River Road area. These 
two projects should be completed during the Spring of 
1980 and are being constructed with grants from the 
State and Federal Governments paying the great majori¬ 
ty of the cost. 

WATER DIVISION 

The Water Division is mainly concerned with the 
distribution of water for consumption and fire protec¬ 
tion. As Agawam presently purchases all its water from 
the City of Springfield it is not involved in water supply 
or treatment. The major activities of the Division in¬ 
clude the installation and maintenance of water mains, 
services, meters and hydrants. 

In fiscal 1978 Division personnel installed new water 
mains in Columbus Street and Bailey Street. The 
Engineering Division personnel prepared plans and 


1977-78 

The Health Department was in a state of transition 
during this period of time. The former Health Director 
had resigned in September, 1977 and a new director was 
not hired until March of 1978. Many of the programs 
were left idle during this period and the emergency 
situations that arose were handled by a CETA employee 
and the Board of Health. 

Upon arrival of the new director, Ronald Young, the 
department underwent major reorganization. The 
reorganization eliminated some of the existing programs 
to meet the needs of the community. Some of the major 
changes that evolved concerned new “Food Service 
Establishment Regulations,’’ the adoption of a new in¬ 
spection form for eating and drinking establishments, 
the formulation of a larvacidal treatment program for 
mosquitoes thus eliminating the dangerous aerial spray 
method, the complete revamping of the method of 
record keeping and inspections for septic systems and 
complaints and the formation of new licensing pro¬ 
cedures and fees. 

One of the major goals of the department during this 
period concerned the creation of a “Sanitarian'’ posi¬ 
tion for the fiscal year 1978-79 to allow the 
department’s reorganization to operate successfully. 
However, the Sanitarian position was not created as ex¬ 
pected and many of the programs were affected to ome 
degree. 

The Health Department is also concerned with 
preventative health care. This includes a staff of six 
school nurses and two community nurses. This section 
of the department also underwent some changes and 
reorganization during this period to improve their pro- 

continued on next page 
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grmas. However, most of these changes would not be 
implemented until the fiscal year 1978-79. 

Although the activities of the Health Department 
were limited during this fiscal year the changes and 
reorganization that took place will definitely benefit the 
community in the years ahead. Also, the department 
will continue to pursue the matter of creating a 
sanitarian position in order to provide the community 
with the best possible service in line with the changes 
and reorganization that occurred during 1977-78. 


Health Department 

The Health Department is continuing to reorganize 
with the objectives of providing a comprehensive com¬ 
munity health service. Health needs within a local com¬ 
munity are in a continuous pattern of change. Social, 
economic and cultural factors affect the community s 
ability to provide the kind of health services needed. In 
order to effectively meet the various needs, it is impor¬ 
tant to assess and adapt to the change. 

The Agawam Helath Department’s operational func¬ 
tion consists of two basic categories. The first concerns 
the code enforcement of the various State Sanitary 
Codes which are mandated by law, and the various 
regulations adopted by the local Board of Health. The 
enforcement programs include such items as food ser¬ 
vice inspections, septic system installation, housing code 
enforcement, semi-public pool inspection, mosquito 
control, rodent and insect control, various types of en¬ 
vironmental complaints, and other related health mat- 

tCI Due to the rapid growth of the town and the demands 
for service in these various programs, the town has 
made provisions in its 1979-80 budget to procure the ser¬ 
vices of a Sanitarian. With the establishment of this 
position, the Health Department will be able to meet the 
present demands of an expanding population, and 
maintain a high degree of quality service in their en¬ 
forcement programs. 

The second phase of the Health Department services 
is concerned with preventative health care. This involves 
a staff of eight with six nurses involved in the school 
health program, and two nurses serving thecommunity’s needs. 

The school nurscs,program involves various types of 
health care and education for the students attending 
school. They arc also responsible for the continual 
surveillance of the students’ health needs which includes 
physical exams, immunizations, plus contact with 
parents and others as the the needs of each student. 

The Community Nurse Program is one geared to the 
residents of Agawam. Some of the many services they 
provide include home visits to the elderly, surveillance 
of premature babies, reporting and lollow-up on com¬ 
municable diseases, T.B. testing, and the operation of 
various clinics, including well child blood pressures, im- 
munizaitons, flu, diabetes, etc. 

The Health Department is pleased with the progress 
being made to improve the public health standards in 
our community and will continue to work towards the 
science and art of preventing diseases, prolonging life, 
and promoting health and efficiency. 



Parks and Recreation 
Department 

1977-78 

Jack Kunasek, Superintendent 

It is the policy of the Parks and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment to offer a variety of programs both athletic and 
passive so that every member of the community may 
take part if they wish to.. 

The department maintains all park areas and recrea¬ 
tion facilities on a year round basis. 

We assign and pay for all sports Officials for every 
youth sport that is scheduled. 

During the winter months the department covers the 
cost of all custodial fees when a school building is being 


used for a recreation program. 

This past summer we offered a 7 week recreation and 
camp situation for 40 special needs children at the 
Agawam Junior High School. We also operated our 8 
week summer playground system which included trips, 
arts and crafts, games, swimming, gymnastics, and just 
plain everyday fun. There are 10 playgrounds. As part 
of this summer program we offer both youth and adult 
tennis lessons ending with a tournament. 

Weather permitting we try and maintain 3 ice skating 
areas. 

This department consults with many community 
groups such as the A.A.A., Agawam Hockey Associa¬ 
tion, Agawam Soccer Association, and many in¬ 
dividuals to determine program needs. 

We direct the acquisition, planning and construciton 
of all recreational areas.

Parks & Recreation 
Department 

1978-79 

The Parks and Recreation Department continues to 
expand in the areas of play and parks to try and meet 
the needs of the community. Our objective is to try to 
provide recreational opportunities for all members ot 
the community, and at the same time, make citizens 
aware of the availability of leisure time activities. 

Programs such as gymnastics and tumbling and 
swimming instruction have become very popular with 
the younger set. Team sports tor boys and girls ot all 
age groups continue to be very popular. 

Our adult leisure time activities continue to be suc¬ 
cessful. Programs include men’s and women’s volleyball, 

softball and basketball, ballroom dance instruction, etc. 
All adult programs are on a fee basis. 

In addition to providing recreation programs , the 
department works with the many town organizations 
that promote youth sports. These organizations are the 
Agawam Athletic Association, the Agawam Soccer 
Association, and the Agawam Hockey Association. 
The department pays custodial and officials’ fees, sets 
schedules and provides and maintains the playing fields 
for all of the various outdoor sports. The department 
also schedules use of recreational facilities for various 
groups upon request. 

With the year beginning July, 1978, it was again a 
pleasure to work with many members of the community 
to help organize the annual 4th ot July fireworks, 
parade and town picnic. A special thanks to the 
Agawam Polish Club who donated their buildings and 
grounds for this popular annual event. 

The summer playground program was again very suc¬ 
cessful. Dailv participation reached an all-time high and 
the activities offered were well attended. Many bus trips 
were made along with a town dog show, crafts display 
and annual field day and penny carnival for muscular 
dystrophy. As part of the playground system, a 
preschool playground for children ages V/z to 5 was of¬ 
fered. Four groups met twice a week to provide the 
children with new group experience. 

Camp Rainbow for special needs children was moved 
to Robinson Park School and had it s most successful 
summer to date. The camp served 40 Agawam children. 
A special thanks to the Agawam School Committee who 
covered the cost of transportation and milk for the 
campers. 

With the increased cost of gasoline, the Parks and 
Recreation Department is looking to increase the use ot 
its park areas and greater participation at its functions. 
It is our hope that the population of Agawam help by 
picking up the litter and calling the local police depart¬ 
ment when acts of vandalism are observed. 

The Parks and Recreation office is open Monday 
through Friday between the hours ot 8:30 a.m. and 4.30 
p.m. and invites feedback from the citizens. 


Data Processing 

Fred Messier, Manager 

1977- 78 

The Data Processing Department continues to serve 
both Town and School needs on one central computer. 
This computer which is located at the Senior High 
School is a Honeywell Model 20-20 which is a disc 
operated system and also consists of a Card-Reader 
Punch, a 300-line per minute Printer, and a Tape Drive. 
The staff consists of four people:: A Data Processing 
Manager, a Computer Operator, and two Keypun¬ 
ch/Clerical Operators. 

The Data Processing Department is a service depart¬ 
ment which is utilized by each department within the 
Town and School system. It is also used for educational 
purposes for the students at Agawam High School, 
where courses are taught in Computer Programmong 
such as COBAL, RPG, and Fortran. 

During the 1977-78 year, at the request of the Town 
Manager, a Personnel System was developed and is now 
awaiting implementation upon the establishing of a Per¬ 
sonnel Office. This system will show all pertinent infor¬ 
mation on an individual employee, such as education, 
service record, and all past job history along with cur¬ 
rent payroll information, such as rate, deductions, and 
any record of disciplinary action. 

An Inventory System was also developed and is now 
awaiting the go-ahead to tag all equipment with inven¬ 
tory numbers and descriptive information so it can be 
keypunched and put on the computer to print out the 
necessary reports for an accurate inventory for Town 
use. 

New systems developed for the School Administra¬ 
tion during 1977 were a Student Data Bank showing all 
information on a student from the time he or she enters 
school up through the 12th grade when he or she 
graduates. A more thorough system of attendance 
recordkeeping was also developed for the high school 
and has proved to be very beneficial. 

It is also Mr. Messier’s desire to expand the Data Pro¬ 
cessing facilities in the future as space is now very 
limited with the numerous pieces of equipment and 
number of personnel involved, making for very 
cramped working conditions. 

Data Processing 

1978- 79 

In preparing the Annual Town Report tor Data Pro¬ 
cessing, I would like to review the past five years along 
with a current update of new applications on the com¬ 
puter and a look at the future for Data Processing in the 
Town of Agawam. This is to familarize the citizens of 
Agawam with what we do in Data Processing and the 
educational opportunities offered their children in the 
field of computer programming. This is a rapidly expan¬ 
ding field which will certainly need trained personnel to 
support the tremendous growth which is anticipated for 
it in the future. 

The Data Processing Department is located at 
Agawam High School and is staffed by town personnel. 
The reason for this unique setup is that the Data Pro¬ 
cessing Department serves both town and school needs. 
This system has been in effect since August, 1973 and 
has proved to be a very successful venture with the 
cooperation of both town and school officials. 
EQUIPMENT 

The computer used to process the many school and 
town applications is a Honeyw'ell Model 20-20 with two 
disk drives, a tape drive, card reader punch and a 
300-line a minute printer. This equipment is leased 
along with two Univac KeyPunch/Verifiers. The other 
supporting equipment which is under a purchase plan 
includes: 1-026 IBM Key Punch/Interpeter, 4-026 IBM 
Key Punch machines (for student use), an IBM 519 
Reproducer with 20-Mark Sense Position and an IBM 
083 Card Sorter. Also purchased were a Decollator, us¬ 
ed to remove the carbon paper from the multiple reports 
and a machine called a Burster which separates and 
trims the edges of the many continuous forms furnished 
to both town and school administrators. The Data Pro¬ 
cessing Department is currently looking into the 
feasibility of upgrading the current computer with a 
more powerful model, smaller in physical size, with 
more options than the current equipment such as faster 
processing time and availability of terminals which can 
be installed in the administrators offices for instant 
reviews of budget figures, etc., and terminals for stu¬ 
dent use in the classroom for problem solving and com¬ 
puter programming courses. 

This can be accomplished for approximately the same 
cost as we are now incurring. This is due to the tremen¬ 
dous advancement in computer technology in recent 
vears. 

APPLICATIONS: TOWN 

Every department in town utilizes the data processing 
department to some extent with certain departments re¬ 
quiring its services more than others. The following is a 
list of applications and a brief description of each. 

Payrolls: Furnished weekly and monthly along with 
payroll register, payroll checks. Treasurer’s check 
register, time sheets, weekly year-to-date report, mon¬ 
thly retirement, credit union. United Fund and annuity 
report. Also, end of year reports such as W2’s and a 
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Data Processing continued 

history printout for each individual showing all earnings 
and deductions. 

Appropriation Accounting: After budgets are approv¬ 
ed by Town Council they are set up on computer and 
departments can then encumber purchase orders against 
these appropriations along with their payrolls. All town 
bills are paid by computer upon approval of Town Ac¬ 
countant and Town Manager. A weekly balance sheet of 
all accounts is furnished to the Town Council, Town 
Manager and Town Accountant. At the end of each 
month a departmental analysis report is furnished to 
each department showing all appropriated and en¬ 
cumbered amounts along with all expenditures and re¬ 
maining balances. 

Water Billing System: Print water commitment list, 
water bills and punch payment card as input to accous 
receivable system. As bills are paid at collectors office, 
prepunched card is pulled and sent to data processing 
where a daily cash sheet is produced and water file is up¬ 
dated with payment or abatement. Upon request from 
collector’s office, a list of unpaid balances is run, and 
just prior to run of real estate bills, water lien notices are 
produced for those with balances due. 

Sewer Billing System: Same procedure is used as water 
with two exceptions; a late payment notice is sent out 
with a late charge and if not paid a demand notice is 
then sent out with additional charges. 

Real Estate Billing System: Run Real Estate Commit¬ 
ment list and first half bills with all betterments and 
liens indicated. Run second half bills and later on de¬ 
mand bills if not paid on time. Also print out master list 
by street showing all pertinent information and 
classification of property and their totals. As bills are 
run, payment cards are punched and sent to Collector’s 
office. Upon receipt of payment, cards are sent to Data 
Processing to be entered into accounts receivable 
system. A daily cash sheet is produced and upon request 
a list of unpaid balances is run. 

Day Analysis System: Records all vacation, sick leave, 
etc. and furnishes a monthly report to all department 
heads showing exact days taken and number of hours 
for a given day. 

Budget Analysis System: Used for sub-committee 
meetings with Town Council, showing appropriated 
amount and expended amount for each department for 
the past three years along with current year figures and 
request for next fiscal yar. Also shows increase or 
decrease amounts along with percents for the three 
years. 

NEW SYSTEMS DEVELOPED IN PAST YEAR 

Personnel System: A personnel history system was 
developed showing all information from date of hire to 
current period. This includes schooling, service record, 
experience, and current- information while working for 
the Town of Agawam (i.e., pay increase, promotions, 
sick days, accident days and reason, grievances against, 
termination date). 

Excise Tax Accounts Receivable System: Town now 
receives excise tax commitment list and bills from 
Boston along with magnetic tape with same informa¬ 
tion. Magnetic tape is then converted to disk system and 
excise payment cards are punched along with an excise 
master list showing all information. As abatements arc 
made or payments received, cards are pulled at collec¬ 
tors office and sent to data processing where a daily 
cash sheet is produced along with punching another 
payment card on partial abatements. Other programs 
within the excise system produce excise demand bills, 
excise trial balance report, excise warrant, excise notice 
of warrant to arrest, notice of non-payment and an up¬ 
date commitment list showing all payments, abatements 
and other charge. 

APPLICATIONS SCHOOL 

All schools in town utilize the data processing depart¬ 
ment, but as in the case of the town, some schools, 
(Middle School, Junior High, High School) have a 
greater need for the services provided. 

Educational: It must be noted here that students have 
‘hands on” experience with the computer between the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 1:15 p.m. Courses offered are “In¬ 
troduction to Data Processing” and program languages 
“RPG,” “Fortran” and “Cobal.” These courses give 
the student a good start in data processing and allow 
them to continue their education in the field or directly 
enter the job market. 

Payrolls: School teachers’ payrolls are run on a bi¬ 
weekly basis and school office personnel on a weekly 
basis. A payroll journal is issued along with checks and 
time sheets. At the end of the month, reports are run for 
teachers retirement board, annuities, credit union and 
United Fund. - 

Appropriation Accounting: Once the School C ommit- 
tee and Town Council have approved the final school 
budget, all subsequent accounts and appropriated 
amounts are set up on computer. Reports arc run every 
two weeks showing bills to be paid for approval by the 
school committee. Once approved, checks arc issued 
and a warrant is printed. Twelve different reports are 
run at the end of each month for business office and 
school department heads. 

Scheduling: A program planning guide is printed by 
computer showing student’s name, class, etc. and a list 
of all courses offered. The student makes his or her 
selections and after parent sign form, it is returned to 
guidance office. Confirmation schedules are then issued 
for high school and junior high for coming year and 
sent home to parents for approval. The next step is to 
run a talk and pairing matrix used to build master 
schedule which is then run with tudent course elections 


to produce final student schedule for September. 
Reports are then generated which include class list, 
home room list and study hall list. 

Grade Reporting 

Warning Notices: Issued at the halfway point of 
each marking period to the parents of those students 
presently doing unsatisfactory work. Run for high 
school and junior high. 

Report Cards: Report cards are issued four times a 
year for the middle school, junior high and high school. 
Subsequent reports are as follows: 

1. Unsatisfactory Report-for those receiving D’s 
and E’s. 

2. Grade Distribution-report showing total 
grades given by each teacher. 

3. Verfication of Grades - for middle school and 
high school only for double check of grades 
and effort marks. 

4. Senior Grade List - list of all students their 
grades, averages and credits. 

5. Honor Roll 

6. Incomplete report and permanent record 
labels. 

Occupational Day - System 

1. Used for high school students to help determine 

what field of occupation they may choose to 
enter. Students select three choices of possible 
fields to seek employment or additional 
education. 

2. Choices are fed into computer which produces a 
listing of students and their selections. 

3. Professional personnel are then contacted where 
the most interest is shown and they are asked to 
attend “Occupational Days” at Agawam High. 

4. Students’ choices are then fed through scheduling 
system and student schedules are printed for result¬ 
ing time and rooms to meet and discuss occupation 
with professional people. 

Bus Route List 

Lists are furnished to each school and bus driver 
showing who is on what bus. 

Miscellaneous Reports 

1. Master Alpha List - for all schools showing all bio¬ 
graphical information for each student. 

2. Street Alpha List - for all schools. 

3. Home Room List - for all schools. 

' 4. Attendance Registers - list student name by home¬ 
room each school to keep daily attendance. 

5. Numerous other reports are produced for all 
schools to help keep thing running smoothly. 

Future Applications 

Some of the future applilcations will be a complete in¬ 
ventory system for the town and possible a system for 
the library for deliquent book returns. Future plans arc 
also to investigate each department within the town and 
school system to see where data processing can assist in 
colleciton, processing, storage and retrieval of informa¬ 
tion and preparation of reports. 

SUMMARY 

As you can see, data processing assumes an important 
role in both town and school operations on a daily basis. 

It must also be pointed out that the tremendous volume 
of work processed daily could not possible be done 
without the full cooperation and ability of the 
employees of the data processing department.

Louis D. Draghett, Sealer of 
Weights and Measures 

Modern Weights and Measures Departments encom¬ 
pass manv areas of consumer protection. Generally, 
Sealers and Inspectors concern themselves with assuring 
customers accurate weighing and measuring devices, 
and full and just quantity delivered by them Weighing 
and measuring devices have evolved to include chart; 
with price determinations and electronic price displays. 
Consequently, Sealers and Inspectors must also certity 
correct price for a given quantity at a unit price. 

Town ordinances require our Inspector ot Weights 
and Measures be assigned as a member oi our Con¬ 
sumers’ Advisory Commission. In this capacity the In¬ 
spector of Weights and Measures, due to his past per¬ 
formance, was certified by the Commonwealth ol 
Massachusetts Attorney General’s office to process con¬ 
sumer complaints as the Director for the C onsumer Ad¬ 
visory Commission. We, therefore, received a gran 
from the Attorney General’s office to stall one part 
time administrative assistant to mediate consumer com¬ 
plaints. In this capacity we have been able to resolve bet 
ter than 90 percent of the consumer complaints lat 
have come into our office. These complaints ha c 
amounted to either direct reimbursement or col tec non 
on goods and services to Agawam consumers m lz/«. 
We are also involved as Liaison Officer lor the town 


and cable television company and we receive and pro¬ 
cess compalints regarding the availably of reception 
and rates on cable television. We also arc involved in 
assisting the cable company in continuing to build out 
of the cable system. 1978 proved to be a formidable 
challenge due to the company’s request for a rate in¬ 
crease. We were part of the team that negotiated at the 
rate hearings in West Springfield and Boston. 

Weights and Measures Department functions con¬ 
tinue to be our full time responsiblity and we have had 
reason to process court cases this year regarding the 
violation of the Weights and Measures laws. Again this 
year we sustained the coming and going of three CETA 
persons to process our clerical functions. Although the 
services of our Administrative Assistant-complaint 
mediator has relieved our consumer complaints process¬ 
ing, it is still difficult to constantly be training clerical 
staff for the multi-functions of this department. The 
Sealer of Weights and Measures’ work load requires he 
spend most of his time in the marketplace, not in his of¬ 
fice. Consequently, we have requested administrative 
review of our operation with no response. We wish to 
express our gratitude to the Consumer Advisory Com¬ 
mission and Town Officials for the cooperation they 
have given us since our last Town Report.

The Weights and Measures Department’s inspector 
also acts as the Director of the Consumer Advisory 
Commission and is permanently assigned by city or¬ 
dinance as a commission member. He is also appointed 
as the Liason Officer between the town and the cable 
company, and since 1974. processed energy matters and 
complaints. 

The Weights and Measures Department had many in¬ 
spections this year. The energy crisis has placed greater 
demands upon petroleum product inspections. Gasoline 
pumps are being set to operate at their maximum 
operating capacity due to the high price per gallon re¬ 
quirements. / 

We have given all owners of service stations gasoline 
dispensers notice consistent with Massachusetts Divi¬ 
sion of Standards directive to convert their gasoline 
pumps to full mathematical agreement capacity by 
January 1, 1981. At that time, all Vi gallon pump pric¬ 
ing will be eliminated. The cost of fuel oil has also had 
an impact upon the necessity for inspection, and due to 
the high cost of fuel oil, dealers themselves arc much 
more cognizant of the need for maintaining the ac¬ 
curacy of their meters. . 

Due to severe inflation, the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures has to devote more time to pre-packaged food 
inspection. The high price per pound of meat products 
requires more time be devoted to re-weighing random 
packages because small errors in weight are costly to the 

consumer. . , 

The Town of Agawam had this year, as in previous 
years, one of the highest resolution rates for resolving 
consumer complaints in the state. We processed over 
200 complaints and successfully concluded complaints 
with money value in excess of $135,000. 

The Town of Agawam was again funded by the At¬ 
torney General’s Office for a part time complaint 
mediator. We received $7,800 for the 1979 calendar 
year of which $2,838.69 was not utilized and was car¬ 
ried over for our funding for 1980. All complaints con¬ 
stant with the Attorney General’s requirements tor 
their affiliated consumer fund agencies were com¬ 
puterized. 

In addition to consumer complaints, we handled 150 


cable TV complaints and inquires. These complaints re¬ 
quire processing similar to consumer complaints in¬ 
asmuch as a good number were billing errors and poor 
quality of reception and service. 

In July of 1979, Town Manager Peter Caputo reac¬ 
tivated and appointed four department heads in town to 
serve on an energy commission for the duration of the 
energy crisis. Inspector Draghetti was elected Director 
of the Energy Commission. Both he and another 
member of the commission enrolled and completed a 
course at Holyoke Community College and both are 
certified by the Office of Energy Resources as Certified 
Public Energy Auditors. 

In regards to energy, the department processed ap¬ 
proximately 50 energy complaints and entered into an 
agreement with the Hampden County-Springfield Ac¬ 
tion Commission to be the intake agency for the Town 
of Agawam for persons requiring crisis intervention fuel 
assistance. In addition, there were some severe cases 
where people would have gone cold had the philantropic 
funds to the town not been utilized in a tight emergency 
situation to provide fuel oil assistance. 

The Consumer Advisory Commission and the Energy 
Commission co-sponsored an all day seminar one Satur¬ 
day in November on energy resources which included 
energy displays, woodburning stove seminar and 
weatherization information. We also sponsored a 
Woodburning Stove Seminar in January, 1979. The 
Consumer Advisory Commission utilized their funding 
to sponsor these seminars. 

In late December because of the curtailment of fun¬ 
ding from the Attorney General’s office for 1980, it 
became apparent that we would no longer be able to 
carry out our multi-faceted responsibilities if we did not 
receive funding for permanent staff from the Town of 
Agawam. Consequently, a request for transfer of funds 
was made to the Council by the town manager. This was 
brought about because of the elimination of CETA per¬ 
sonnel who had been utilized over the past 5 years. As a 
result, the Town Council voted to transfer monies to 
permanently fund the Administrative Assistant’s posi¬ 
tion. Mrs. Beverly Gray, who had been employed by our 
department originally as a CETA employee, then as a 
part time complaint mediator, was hired on a full time 
basis. .... 

Our weights and measures responsibilities have never 
diminished and they do require the full time attention of 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures. The effects of in¬ 
flation upon low income and retired persons is putting a 
tremendous strain on our department’s resources. We 
will be gearing up our department to meet the challenge 
of inflation and the energy crisis. 

We would be remiss if we did not bring to the atten¬ 
tion of our citizens the assistance and cooperation we 
have enjoyed during these very trying times by the staff 
of our neighboring departments in the town hall.

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School Maintenance 

J.L. Miodowski, Supervisor 

1977- 78 

The Town of Agawam consists of nine schools, six 
elementary, one middle, one junior high and one senior 
high school. 

The School Maintenance Department of the Town of 
Agawam has the responsibility of the maintenance of all 
school buildings and grounds. Our department consists 
of: 1 supervisor, 1 secretary, 2 maintenance craftsmen, 

5 school grounds and maintenance men, 32 custodians. 

As we submit our yearly report on progress made in 
school maintenance, the people of Agawam should 
compare this with maintenance of their homes. Our 
school system must constantly maintain 527,632 square 
feet. The average home has about 1,200 square feet. 
This amounts to 439 homes being cleaned and maintain¬ 
ed daily. With a staff of 32 custodians, each man cleans 
an average of 14 homes each day. 1 am sure any 
housewife will appreciate the magnitude of their work. 

Our maintenance men, along with the custodians, 
must do all the maintenance to keep these buildings in 
operation, plus groom all grounds and also prepare 
them for all athletic events. We have approximately 105 
acres of groundsill our system. 

We have changed our operation of painting schools to 
full-time people. Prior to this, we hired 10 to 15 summer 
painters, divided them into groups and sent them to dif¬ 
ferent schools to paint. Each year only part of a school 
was completed, and thus it took several years to com¬ 
plete a school. With the full-timofpainters, we complete 
a school and then move on to the next. With this 
schedule, the schools will be painted, both inside and 
out. every five years. 

In this budget year we put in an 80 car parking lot in 
the rear of the junior high. This year we also bought an 
International Harvester l awn Mower that cuts eighteen 
feet at a pass. This has saved many man hours. Once a 
week all the lawns are cut. This is made possible by hav¬ 
ing one man freeing up two other men. With this man¬ 
power savings, we have been able to do our work 
without hiring more people, despite the fact that athletic 
events have doubled. 

We arc constantly improving our physical plant with 
most of the work done by our town employees. This has 
enabled us to avoid the high cost of contractual work. 

The 1977 roofing was completed in the following 
schools: Granger, Robinson. Clark, and Senior High. 
We also put smoke and heat sensors in the Middle 
School. Peirce and Danahy. This budget year also saw 
the completion of replacement of six new burners for 
our boilers, allowing us to burn No. 2-4-6 oil. This has 
completed our burner replacement with all schools ex¬ 
cept Clark and the Senior High School. 

/ feel this has been a very productive year with many 
improvements to our school system. I also feel the 
schools are in good shape. It is our hope to continue to 
do so. Your children should benefit from these physical 
plant improvements and this should help make their 
education process easier and more pleasurable. 

School Maintenance 

1978- 79 

In the past three or four years rising costs have made 
running a department of this size a very difficult job. 
How do we hold down the cost of operating nine 
buildings with a total floor area of 527,632 square feet, 
105 aces of grounds, services for increased athletic usage 
and an increase in the number of acts of vandalism on 
town property? 

Inflation over the past four years has boosted the cost 
of many needed goods 150 to 200 percent. To illustrate, 
let us begin with budget figures:

The total operating increase, less labor costs, for four 
years equals 5.13 percent. 

How were we able to do this? In 1973 we paid $1.83 
for a four foot ligh’ bulb: today we pay about 60 cents. 
This was accomplished by proper purchasing, along 
with other similar savings. We formed what we call 
PVCP (Pioneer Valley Cooperative Purchasing.) 
Several towns, including Agawam, got together to buy 
collectively. We purchase most of our custodial needs 
by going out to bid as a group. Agawam has one of the 
best energy program - in the state. We have reduced our 
oil usage from 480,000 gallons in 1973 to approximately 
260,000 gallons today. Consideration should also be 
given to the increase we have had in degree days (our 
winters have been colder). In the previous three years we 
have not shown an increase in our fuel, light and power 
budget. This is one of our largest expenditures. This 
year we had an increase of 4.5 percent in our oil ac¬ 
count. Number four oil has gone up 160 percent and 
number two oil has gone up 110 percent. With our 
energy program, we have saved the town almost 
SKXf.OOO per year. In the Junior High School we have

reduced elecrical consumption by over 925,000 watts per 
year by reducing lighting, correcting heat power errors, 
and constantly keeping on top of the usage with no in¬ 
convenience to anyone. 

With custodial supplies also increasing by the same 
propostions, we shown an increase of 10 percent in four 
years. The painting program is doing well and the 
buildings and equipment are in pretty good shape. 

During this budget year we replaced the auditorium 
and gym floor at Phelps School. Danahy and Middle 
School were both painted inside and out. A drainage 
problem which left all abutters with flooded garages and 
cellars was corrected at Clark School. Another drainage 
problem which flooded a neighboring garage was cor¬ 
rected at Granger School. 

Most of the incandescent lights in our schools have 
been replaced with fluorescent bulbs, including the Mid¬ 
dle School cafeteria. In one year the payback will save 
the original cost. The requirement for wattage is reduc¬ 
ed from 9000 watts to 3000 watts. The fixtures and 
bulbs in the auditorium had eight fixtures with four 150 
watt bulbs or 600 watts per fixture. These have been 
replaced with fixtures using a total of 200 watts per fix¬ 
ture of a 2/3 savings with one year payback.

I am happy to report we have not lost any time in the 
past eight years of school due to maintenance. Generally 
speaking, your schools, considering the age of some of 
the buildings, are in good shape. This is accomplished 
by the efforts of your supervisor, his secretary and 40 
devoted people. We are fortunate to still have good, 
conscientious dedicated people working for us.

Industrial Development 
Finance Authority 

The Finance Authority held a meeting on September 
6, 1979 at which a quorum was present and acting 
throughout the meeting. The Authority approved the 
form and substance of an application for Industrial 
Revenue Bond Financing of Jet Tool & Gage Inc. in the 
amount of $800,000. 

On September 10, 1979, the Agawam Town Council 
passed a resolution and approved the estimated cost and 
approved the financing of the project through revenue 
bonds issued pursuant to Chapter 400 in the amount of 
$800,000. 

On November 29, 1979 the Agaw'am Finance 
Authority authorized and executed the delivery of the 
Mortgage and Trust Agreement with the Third National 
Bank of Hampden County. 

On November 1, 1979, the Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency approved the project by resolution. 

Legal opinions were by Shatz, Schwartz and Fenton, 
P.C. regarding the bonds.

The Beautification Committee would like to list our 
most recent accomplishment: At the Agawam Bridge 
heavy logs were placed in the background for the addi¬ 
tion of loam and for elevation and better visual effect. 

A granite abuttment was placed in front of the Annie 
Sullivan Memorial at Feeding Hills to accomodate loam 
as this spot did not take well to planting in the ground. 

We expanded the planted areas at Agawam Center, 
Federal Hill and Main, and Federal Hill and Cooper 
Streets, and enlarged the planting in front of the Town 
Hall. 

If the past we have put in benches at spots we felt 
would be utilized. These have been painted when need¬ 
ed. - 

We have renewed the “Welcome” sign at the 
Agawam Bridge. 

We are planting a few new bulbs each year in the 15 
areas we now have. This adds early spring beauty and 
costs very little in terms of dollars and cents. 

In the future we hope to encourage businesses at 
O’Briens Corner to do some face lifting to their 
buildings and surroundings as we feel that’ well-traveled 
spot could be made more attractive. We hope to do 
some work there as a committee to start things off. 

Without a hard working, dedicated committee, none 
of the foregoing would have been accomplished. My 
thanks to them all. 

Agawam Housing 
Authority 

Phyllis Mason, Executive Director 
1977-78 

The Agawam Housing Authority, through state sub¬ 
sidy, presently operates three low-income elderly hous¬ 
ing projects consisting of 156 Chapter 667 elderly units 


and 44 Chapter 200 veterans family units. 

The elderly projects consist of 40 units at Country 
View which is located at 95 North Westfield Street in 
Feeding Hills, 52 units at Colonial Haven located at 886 
Main Street and 64 units at Meadowbrook Manor, 
which is off of Wright Street. Meadowbrook Manor 
also contains eight units for the handicapped. To 
qualify for elderly housing a person must be at least 65 
yeasrs of age, of low income and in need of safe and 
sanitary housing. Yearly income for a single person 
should not exceed $5500 and for a couple, $6,000 per 
year. Assets should not exceed $10,000. By law, we must 
accept applications from anyone, but we do give 
preference to Agawam residents. During the past year 
17 vacancies were filled from applications on file. Ap¬ 
plicants are housed according to date of application. 
Handicapped tenants can be any age if they are confined 
to a wheel chair or walker and if they fall within the 
$6,000 income limit. 

The veterans project is J.J. Brady Village located at 
775 Springfield Street in Feeding Hills. To qualilfy one 
must be a veteran of active service, of low income and in 
need of safe and sanitary housing. There are income 
limits according to family size. Preference is given to 
Agawam residents. During the past year four vacancies 
were filled from applications on file. 

Agawam residents are considered to be persons who 
presently reside in town, persons who at one time resi¬ 
ded in town, or persons who do not reside in town but 
may have a son or daughter in town whom they depend 
on for help. 

During the past year the Authority applied for addi¬ 
tional funds from the Commonwealth under a moder¬ 
nization program which allowed us to replace all 
refrigerators at Country View, which were 16 years old. 
We were also able to completely rewire all 44 veterans 
apartments which are 28 years old and were never wired 
for appliances such as TV’s, washers, air conditioners, 
etc. Specifications have been drawn up for new gutters 
and downspouts for Colonial Haven. Also for new gut¬ 
ters and downspouts as well as storm windows and 
doors.for Brady Village. These will go out for bid short¬ 
ly. Funding has also been approved for water saving 
devices for Brady Village. 

This Authority wishes to thank various departments 
in town, especially the Fire Department and the DPW 
for their kind assistance and cooperation throughout 
the year. 

Housing Authority 

1978-79 • 

The Agawam Housing Authority through state sub¬ 
sidy operates three low-income elderly housing projects 
consisting of 156 units chihc includes eight units for the 
handicapped and one low-income family project for 
veterans, consisting of 44 units. 

The elderly projects consist of 40 units at Country 
View which is located at 95 North Westfield Street in 
Feeding Hills, 52 units at Colonial Haven located at 886 
Main Street and 64 units at Meadowbrook Manor which 
is off Wright Street. To qualify for elderly housing a 
person must be at least 65 years of age, of low income 
and in need of safe and sanitary housing. During the 
year, twenty-two vacancies were filled in the elderly pro¬ 
jects. 

The veterans’ project is J.J. Brady Village located at 
775 Springfield Street in Feeding Hills. To qualify, a 
family must consist of a veteran of active service, of low 
income and in need of safe and sanitary housing. There 
are income limits according to family size. During the 
year five vacancies were filled at this project. 

During the past year the Authority replaced all gutters 
and downspouts at Colonial Haven. Gutters, 
downspouts and storm doors were replaced at Brady 
Village also. New storm windows were installed at 
Brady. Carpeting was installed and new furniture pur¬ 
chased for the Community Building at Colonial Haven. 
Cable TV has been installed at Brady Village, Colonial 
Haven and Meadowbrook Manor apartments. The 
patio area at the Senior Center has been screened in. 
Dry wells were put in at Colonial Haven to improve the 
drainage system there. Ceremonies were held at the 
Agawam Senior Center to dedicate the building to the 
memory of the late James T. Bava. Mr. Bava had been a 
member of the Housing Authority for many years and 
had given unselfishly of his time and energies toward the 
many hours of planning for a building that could be us¬ 
ed by all of our town’s elderly citizens.

During fiscal 77-78 the Agawam budget for assistance 
to veterans and dependents was $63,000, 50 percent of 
this was re-imbursed to the Town of Agawam by the 
State as mandated under Chapter 115, General Laws. 

During the fiscal year of 1977-78, pensions and 
benefits for veterans and dependents was applied for 
from the Federal Government through this office. 
Benefits to veterans and their dependents that were be¬ 
ing helped by this department amounted to over 
$80,000. This was a direct savings to the Town of 
Agawam. 

At present, veterans and dependents of 'deceased 
veterans in the Town of Agawam are receiving over one 
million, seven hundred thousand dollars in Veterans 
Administration benefits yearly. For the Western Hamp¬ 
den District the income is over two million, two hundred 
thousand. This money is sent to the recipients directly 
from the U.S. Government.

We continue*to get 
busier due to the increase in the advancing age of the 
W.W.II and Korean veterans. 

Services consist of filing claims for compensation and 
non-service disability pensions for veterans. We also 
service the widows and children of deceased veterans for 
pensions and school assistance benefits as well as coun¬ 
seling veterans and dependants regarding employment 
and medical treatment. 

During fiscal 1978-79, this department extended aid 
for ordinary benefits, fuel, doctors, medication and 
hospital in the amount of $41,163.00, 50 percent 
($20,581) - of which was reimbursed to the town of 
Agawam bv the State, as mandated under Chapter 115. 
General Laws. 

During this fiscal year, pensions and benefits for 
veterans and dependents was applied for from the 
Federal Government through this office. Benefits to 
veterans and their dependents that were being helped bv 
this department amounted to over $80,000. This was a 
direct savings to the Town of Agawam. 

AT present, veterans and dependents of deceased 
veterans in the town arc receiving over one million 
dollars in Veterans Administration Benefits yearly. For 
the Western Hampden District the income is over two 
million dollars. This money is sent to the recipients 
direct from the U.S. Government.

SPAN 

Counseling Center 

Dr. Sam Femiano, Director 
1977-78 

During fiscal 1978, the SPAN Counseling Center pro¬ 
vided individual, family or group therapy for 325 in¬ 
dividuals. These clients were seen on an average of 20 
visits each with the range of visits for a single person ex¬ 
tending from 1 or 2 visits to 50 during the course of the 
year. The Center also provided a C»ED program. Of 
these clients, 56 percent were from the Town of 
Agawam. The remainder were from the greater Spr¬ 
ingfield area. 

The Center’s total budget for fiscal 1978 was $90,000 
of which the Town of Agawam provided'$35,950. Of 
this amount, $5,000 was given as “donated funds” to 
the Department of Public Welfare. This amount 
generated a grant of $18,000 from DPW to provide ser¬ 
vices. The remainder of the budget was supported by the 
Department of Mental Health and the National Institute 
of Drug Abuse. The Center’s services were free to 
residents of the Town of Agawam. 
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SPAN 

Counseling Center 

Director: Dr. Sam Femiano 

During fiscal 1979, the SPAN Counseling Center pro¬ 
vided services for 332 individuals of whom 65 percent 
were from the Town of Agawam. These services includ¬ 
ed individual, family and group therapy. The average 
length of treatment for an individual client was 24 weeks, 
and the range of length of treatment extended from 2 
visits to 60 visits during the course of the year. The 
Center also provided a GED program to prepare par¬ 
ticipants to take the exam for their high school 
equivalency diploma. 

The Center’s budget for fiscal 1979 was $94,500. of 
which the Town of Agawam provided $35,950. Of this 
amount. $5,000. was given to the Department of Public 
Welfare as “donated funds.” These monies, in turn, 
generated a grant of $18,800 from DPW. The remainder 
of the Center’s funding was received from the Depart¬ 
ment of Mental Health, the National Institute of Drug 
Abuse (through the state), the Sluirtleff Children’s Ser¬ 
vices and Ices. The Center’s services were free for 
residents of the Town of Agawam. 

Agawam Youth 
Commission 

1977-78 

In a 1971 town meeting the Youth Commission was 
created under Mass. General Law, Chapter 40, Section 
8E “for the purpose of carrying out programs which 
may be designed or established to meet the oppor¬ 
tunities, challenges, and problems of youth of said city 
or town.” 

The Youth Commission has actively sponsored the 
Agawam Youth Center. The Center has provided a year 
round program in specialized non-competitive recrea¬ 
tion, primarily of a wilderness-oriented nature. The 
Youth Center has also provided vocational counseling 
and testing, informal ran sessions, and paper recycling. 
This year the Center was approached to accept a con¬ 
tract grant from the federal agency. National Institute 
on Drug Abuse (N.l.D.A.) of approximatley $8,000.00 
for instituting a specialized drug-free treatment pro¬ 
gram. Application was submitted and accepted pro¬ 
viding we match a portion of the grant amount - which 
we did by our town funds. 

The Youth Center’s programs during this year have 
been highly effective in accomplishing the goals of the 
Youth Commission. This program continues to reflect a 
cross-section of community youth ages 5-18 involved 
from every geographical are of Agawam. We have 
grown to provide service to over 100 youth.

Youth Center 

1978-79 

1978-79 was a year of change and maturity for the 
Agawam Youth Center. Our mulit-faceted youth com¬ 
munity center at 497 Springfield Street, Feeding Hills, 
grew this year to serve over 150 Agawam and Feeding 
Hills participants in the Juniors group (ages 5-11) and 
Seniors group (ages 12-18). 

The Youth Center continued to provide its par¬ 
ticipants with a varied and specialized program of 
general and wilderness activities - locally, throughout 
Massachusetts, and in neighboring states. General ac¬ 
tivities include baseball, skiing, bicycling, sledding, 
alpine sliding, fishing, volleyball, and horseback riding. 
Wilderness activities, led by skilled staff, include canoe¬ 
ing, rock climbing, caving, backpacking, cross-country, 
skiing, camping and rafting. All activities arc chosen 
and planned by participantss at monthly group 
meetings. All male and female youth are encouraged to 
join; there are no qualifications or limitations. 

1978-79 saw many faces come and go at the Center. 
The Youth Commission (Board of Directors) lost three 
and gained three to its seven-member team. The Staff 
swelled to five full-time individuals: director, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, vocational counselor, program 
coordinator and secretary. Part time recreation leaders 
and youth staff-in-training rounded out personnel. 

The year’s crisis faced and overcome was a fiscal one. 
Town Hall’s austerity program threatened financial cut¬ 
backs, but community support rallied for the Center 
and in May, a $20,689 budget was allocated for fiscal 
’79-’80. That follows this year’s town support of 
$25,602. Federal grants for the ’78-’79 fiscal period 
from the Pioneer Valley Drug Abuse Foundation and 
the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health totall¬ 
ed $21,000, and financed the new and successful Voca- 
tional/Counscling Program. $23,000 in D.M.H. monies 
have also been awarded for the following year. 

In addition to renewed town commitment and federal 
support, new life has come to the Center through a new 
director, hired in June alter our former director of four 
years stepped down. An administrative priority for the 
Director and C ommission in 1979-80 will be develop¬ 
ment and broadening of outside funding sources. 


Senior Center 

Director: Margarete Taeger 

1977- 78 

After years of waiting, 1977 finally saw us move into 
the new Senior Center. We had worked hard to raise the 
funds necessary to buy new funiturc and had the 
satisfaction of exceeding our goal. On Friday, June 
24th, we moved; Monday we were open for business, 
and Tuesday we cooked our first meal in the beautiful 
new kitchen. On October 5th we invited Agawam’s 
seniors and members of the various Councils on Aging 
in Western Massachusetts to celebrate “Opening Day” 
and listen to our guest speaker, Governor Michael 
Dukakis. The Governor was very impressed by our new 
facility, and slightly overwhelmed by the number of 
seniors present (300!). A festive dinner for our guests 
made it a truly memorable day. 

While still in the old center, we started the new year 
by hiring a part time cook to prepare the Meals-On- 
Wheels here in Agawam instead of purchasing them 
from Springfield. We also started to cook lunch on 
Mondays for all seniors. 1977 was the first year where 
we offered 5 hot lunches year round, regardless of vaca¬ 
tion. Attendance has more than doubled since we have 
the large, new dining room. Since July we have cooked 
16,783 meals, an average of 108 daily, and the number is 
growing steadily. Our Meals-On-Wheels program alone 
grew from 5,000 to 6,508. 

With so much more space available, we were able to 
initiate new programs: an exercise class, a free golf 
clinic, Sunday afternoon dances to a live band. Bingo 
and cards in the evenings. Some of the activities were 
temporarily discontinued due to the bad weather condi¬ 
tions that winter, but began again in the spring. 

A new health program was added: twice a month we 
offer a foot clinic in our medical room. It is a great con¬ 
venience for our seniors, and saves them considerable 
money. No wonder it has become very popular. The bi¬ 
monthly hypertension clinic with the town nurses con¬ 
tinued and 1952 readings were taken. 400 seniors receiv¬ 
ed a free flu shot. The Health Department held a very 
successful diabetes clinic in November. 

Let us not forget the work of the Community Aide 
who with her conseling and assistance made life easier 
for 286 seniors. 409 new members signed up and 
transportation problems were solved for 275 elderly by 
providing 9,811 rides. 

Our monthly trips to New England’s beautiful areas 
were popular. We saw “Oliver” at the Chateau de Ville, 
went to the Springfield Museum of Fine Arts, 
Wilbraham Mountain and the Friendly Ice Cream fac¬ 
tory. We visited the Smith College Greenhouse and Art 
Museum, the Riverboat restaurant, the Lcverett Craft¬ 
smen exhibition, the Hammond Museum in Gloucester 
and the Salem Witch Museum. Also, a trip to Hampton 
Beach, a picnic and boat ride in Northfield, and visits to 
the Gardner Museum in Boston and the Hancock 
building. We took a harbor cruise, visited Newport’s 
Chateau-sur-mer, Green Animal Garder, the Old Stone 
Mill, and concluded the 1977 trips with a visit to the 
Rockwell Museum and the Shaker Village-foliage tour. 

Parties and special events added spice to our daily 
routine. The craft classes held their most successful an¬ 
nual bazaar on Novemer 5th. We had a Mother’s Day 
and Father’s Day party; a Turkey Trot Dance with the 
Golden Aires was enjoyed by 130 seniors. The annual 
Christmas party was sponsored by the Young Women’s 
Club and supported by UNICO and the Lions Club who 
donated the prizes and the goodie bags. A very suc¬ 
cessful New Year’s Even party gave 70 swingers a good 
start for 1978. 

The Agawam Golden Age Club now meets at the 
Senior Center instead of the Agawam Congregational 
Church. They meet on the 2nd and 4th Wednesdays of 
each month. Most of them come for lunch first and we 
enjoy the many new faces. Visitors to our Center are 
always welcome - we are proud to show the Center off 
and grateful to the town and the taxpayers for making 
this program possible. 

Senior Center 

1978- 79 

Agawam’s lovely new Senior Center is justifying its 
existence by the growing number of people who are us¬ 
ing it daily, and by the new programs offered to meet 
new needs. 

statistics are usually boring to the reader, but how else 
can we show how successful certain programs are? Take 
the nutrition program: 27,760 meals served in one year 
-many a restaurant would like to have such steady 
customers. Or, take the transportation program. With 
gasoline prices soaring we know that this program is 
becoming the life line to the Center for an increasing 
number of people. Our bus is running all day without 
pause, averaging 168 rides per week. Both programs are 
funded, either by the Federal Government or the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts and do not increase the tax 
load of Agawam’s citizens. 

To our usual recreation program we added a tole 
painting class and a square dancing class. The Annual 
Bazaar was visited by many and as in the past it was an 
event to be proud of. Seventeen Peter Pan buses took 
our travel hungry seniors on thirteen trips to various 
places in lovclv New England. A bi-monthly movie pro¬ 


gram was made possible by the donation of a new pro¬ 
jector by the Polish American Club in Feeding Hills. 

As bureaucracy and red tape make our lives increas¬ 
ingly cumbersome, the work ot our Community Aide 
has become more appreciated. Her know-how helped 
378 persons to find solutions to their problems, and dai¬ 
ly dozens of questions get correct answers. 430 new 
members signed up after they realized that the Center is 
not for “ancient” people only. 

The bi-monthly Hypertension Clinic continues to en¬ 
joy great popularity. In June we offered an Oral Cancer 
Clinic, to which the Heritage Hall Nursing Home kindly 
lent us their facilities. Dr. Paley donated his time. A 
Pneumonia Prevention Clinic was added to the annual 
Flu Clinic and Diabetes Clinic. Dr. Haynes opened a 
Podiatry Clinic to supplement the foot clinic. 

In May the Adult Day Care Center opened its doors 
to a small number of seniors who spend the entire day at 
the Senior Center. They have a special staff to give them 
individual attention. Now famillies can go to work 
knowing their parents are professionally taken care of, 
spending their time in a stimulating and happy at¬ 
mosphere. The response to this program has been ex¬ 
cellent, it has doubled in size and has prevented institu¬ 
tionalization for most of the participants. The program 
is self-supporting. 

It has been an extremely busy year, with much excite¬ 
ment, but also a very happy year for all of us at the 
Agawam Senior Center. 

Agawam Public 
Library 

1977-78 

Donna M. Campbell, Chief Librarian 

For the Agawam Public Libraries, Fiscal Year 
1977-78 was definitely a time of great transition. On Ju¬ 
ly 5, 1977, the Town Council voted to construct a new 
public library funded mostly by a Public Works grant. 
Therefore, FY 1977-78 was the last full year that the 
Agawam Center Library on Main Street would operate 
as the Town’s main library. In addition, it was the last 
year the Town would have branch libraries, Agawam 
Public Library II in Feeding Hills and the North 
Agawam Library in Danahy School. Although these 
facilities had become extremely inadequate and staff 
members worked under strained and crowded condi¬ 
tions, the Agawam Public library employees worked 
very hard to provide continuing services to Agawam 
residents. As we watched the contractor break ground 
for the new library on November 8, 1977, we attempted 
to make our last full year in the old libraries memorable. 

There were many other changes taking place in the 
Agawam libraries in 1977-78. For the first time the 
library applied for a C.E.T.A.-S.T.E.P.S. project to 
assist in materials processing and reorganization. This 
project was granted in April, 1978 and the library ob¬ 
tained three staff members, supplies and equipment for 
processing. The processing work, output tripled as a 
result of the.C.E.T.A. people. In addition, the library 
was granted on C.E.T.A. Title VI position tor 
assistance at the desk. 

A new service, initiated in February, 1978, was a 
small record collection borrowed from the Western 
Regional Public Library System for our patrons to bor¬ 
row. Many patrons took advantage of the few records 
available, causing the library to borrow more and more. 

There were some staff changes that occurred in FY 
1977-78. Shirley A. Carrier, former Chief Librarian for 
ten years resigned in November, 1977. Donna M. 
Campbell, an employee of the Agawam Public Libraries 
for nine years at that time and assistant to the Chief 
Librarian for two years, was appointed Chief Librarian 
in February, 1978. New employees hired were Joyce 
Nicholson and Donna Caroleo. At the same time, an in- 
house promotion was granted to Mrs. Beverly Secondo. 

Many youngsters in grades 1 through 8 were kept very 
busy by the library’s annual Summer Reading Club pro¬ 
gram in July, 1977. In keeping with the library’s sum¬ 
mer reading incentive program, the Agawam Public 
Library participated in an Easter Seal Book-a^thon. 
Participants raised money for handicapped children by 
reading books and collecting pledges from the com¬ 
munity. First prize went to Kelley Bolduc who raised 
$93.45 by reading 41 books. 

Moreover, children enrolled in the Summer Reading 
club program were treated to a performance of “Tat¬ 
tletales” by Rickey Mazor in which world folktales are 
acted out with audience participation. The final session 
of the program included a Mask/Makeup Contest for 
all Summer Reading Club members, a party with 
refreshments and Easter Seal Book-a-thon awards. 

As usual, the library’s Preschool Story Hour was a 
great success. Several preschoolers participated in 
storytelling, learning games, music, picture books; and 
more while the mothers drank coffee, watched their 
children and socialized.This program was offered Fall, 
Winter and Spring with about 20 children enrolled each 

session. ' . . 

Other regular programs included library orientation 
for classes, community groups and troups, visits to 
schools and their classrooms and special story hours 
after school. 

It was apparent that book displays for Children s 
Book Week. November 13 through November 19, and 
National Library Week, April 2 through April 8, were 
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most successful. In order to make tbe displays of new 
books available to all. books were n*ot circulated until 
the following week. Library staff members had a great 
deal of fun finding little stacks of n>ei> books hidden 
throughout the library that patrons had “reserved” for 
themselves. Also, during Children's Book Week, 
teachers were invited to see book display s and share 
refreshments. An exciting program,, held on Friday, 
May 26, 1978, in honor of National Library Week, was 
a performance by the Boston Chamber Theatre of the 
play, “Tell Tale Poe” based on Edgar Allan Poe’s best 
known stories. Many adults and children were 
fascinated by this excellent production. 

Of course, as all of these activities were going on, the 
libraries circulated 115,98 J books and register 1,251 
new borrowers. The library served th e reference, infor¬ 
mational, educational and recreational needs of hun¬ 
dreds of residents despite its extremely crowded condi¬ 
tions. At the same time, the library staff \>.a< planning 
for the new library being built. No wo nder i: seemed like 
an extremely short year!

Of course, library employees were very excited about 
opening the new library and finally having room to 
work, conduct programs and provide much more ade¬ 
quate service. So many people were involved in making 
our new library possible. The Library Building Com¬ 
mittee consisting of Paul Fieldstad, chairman; George 
F. Bickford, secretary; and Richard F. Borgatti, worked 
extremely hard to ensure that the Town was provided 
with a beautiful new library. Other people who gave 
generously of their time and support were John P. 
Stone, Alfred Casclla, Horace Ashline, Peter Capulo, 
Fdward Caba and many others. Naturally, the new 
library was made possible by the wisdom and support of 
the Agawam Town Council who voted to build the new 
library and fund it. 

Most of these people, along with more than 100 
others, attended the library’s dedication ceremony on 
Sunday. April 22, 1979, and helped to make it a 
smashing success. Special guests and speakers were 
State Representative Edward W. Connelly, David 
Theodorowiez, Principal at Agawam High School and 
Master of Ceremonies; the Reverend Bruce Bcnshoff, 
Richard Theroux, Paul Fieldstad. Peter Capulo, Fd¬ 
ward Caba, Alfred Casclla, Reverend Frank E. Dunn 
and others. Many community organizations provided 
refreshments, time and money. In honor of the new 
library’s grand opening, many beautiful gifts were pro¬ 
vided by the Agawam Rotary Club, Agawam Junior 
Women’s Club. Polish American Club. Kiwanis Club 
and the Agawam Lions Club. 

Once the library had been moved and settled into its 
new location, many changes took place. Due to the 
elimination of the branch libraries, the whole system 


was consolidated and a new circulation system was in¬ 
stalled. The new library has registered over 7.000 bor¬ 
rowers within its first year only (February 
1979-Fcbruary 1980) and it keeps growing. Also, the 
library expanded its hours to 9 a.m. - 9 p.m. on Monday 
through Friday and 9 a.m. - 5 p.m. on Saturday. Many 
people appreciate the fact that the library is no logger 
closed for lunch at I p.pi. as of September 1978. 

Thanks to our beautiful new Community Room, the 
library has been able to provide more adequate 
children’s programs, film programs, adult programs 
and a meeting place for nonprofit community groups 
and its own professional groups. 

In FY 1978-79, the library’s circulation increased 
6,587 due to the expanded facility and it continues to 
grow rapidly. 

Although the staff was extremely busy with such in¬ 
creased use of the new library and just settling into the 
new system, we still managed to celebrate National 
Library Week, April 1-7, with a puppet workshop by 
Dominique, a film program of vintage movies hosted by 
Hal Stanton, story hours and new book displays. 

The Agawam Public Library recognizes its obligation 
to serve as an educational, informational and recrea¬ 
tional resource to the entire community. Of course, we 
would like to completely satisfy and serve all residents 
of Agawam in the best possible way. This is our cons¬ 
tant goal, which can only be accomplished by suggestions 
and support from the entire community and its officials.

Student Insurance I 

Student insurance is available to all students. The 
School Committee provides insurance to cover all 
students taking part in inter-scholastic athletics. It is the 
family’s responsibility to provide whatever other in¬ 
surance is desired and a plan is being otlercd to make 
this possible. 

For $3.25 a student may purchase insurance covering 
a period of going to school, at school, and going from 
school each day. Twenty-four hour coverage is also 
available at a cost of $18.00 per student. 

The reason that this insurance is available at such a 
low cost is that it is non-duplicating insurance. Non¬ 
duplicating means that other insurance owned by the 
family, for example, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, must 
be used first. If other insurance does not cover the com¬ 
plete cost or any part of the cost, then the school in¬ 
surance plans will take over. By filing a claim with the 
insurance company, a parent may be reimbursed for any 
injured loss. 

Athletic insurance is also non-duplicating. A parent 
may not collect from the school’s insurance carrier and 
from another company for the same accident. 

A policy description will be sent to each student’s 
home early in the school year. Please read it carefully 
and if you have any questions, call the Director of 
Business Services at 789-1400, extension 434. 

The Immunization Of' 
Agawam Students 

The School Immunization Law, a section of, the 
General Laws, states that: “No child shall be admitted 
to school except on presentation of a physician’s cer¬ 
tificate that the child has been successfully immunized 
against Diphtheria, Pertussis (Whooping Cough), 
Tetanus, Measles, Poliomyelitis and such other com¬ 
municable diseases as may be specified from time to 
time by the Department of Public Health.’’ 

Our School Nurses are act; ely trying to have the 
Agawam Schools comply with the mandate by sending 
reminders to parents and guardians to update their 
children’s immunizations during the summer months. 
This September it will be necessary to have all children 
fully immunized or in the process of immunization for 
attendance in school.

To discourage the possibility of misrepresentation, 
the following statement is placed just above the parents 
or guardians’ signature on the application: “I certify 
that the above information I have given is ture and cor¬ 
rect, that the application is being made in connection 
with the receipt of State and Federal Funds, that school 
officials may for cause: (1) request an informal con¬ 
ference with the parents to substantiate the inforamtion 
on the application (or if requested by either party the 
Fair Hearing Procedure may be used(; (2) verify the in¬ 
formation on the application, and that- deliberate 
misrepresentation of the information may subject the 
applicant to prosecution ^tinder applicable State and 
Federal criminal statutes.” 

Parents should clearly understand that every meal 
served in schools is subsidized to a greater or lesser 
degree by State-Federal reimbursements. Those lunches 
served at full price are subsidized as well as those served 
free or reduced. Therefore, there sho uld be no reluc- 

After pre-testing the children, the reading skins diagnos¬ 
ed as needed were taught through the use of filmstrips, 
listening centers, learning games and formal lessons. 
Much individual instruction was also given because ol 
the number of teachers and aides.

Music - The Summer Insturmental Music Program in¬ 
volved 90 students (45 in the elementary band and 45 in 
the advanced band). The program incorporated group 
rehearsals leading to a concert at the end of five weeks, 
small sectional rehearsal and individualized teaching by 
a specialist on the students instrument. Much growth, 
both in group performance ability and individual skills, 
was evidenced by participating students. 

Use Of School Property 

Permission must be obtained from the office of the 
Superintendent of Schools for use of school grounds. 
No unauthorized use is permitted. Restrictions are 
posted and Town Police so notified. School facilities 
and grounds are for the use of Agawam residents; 
curfew exists one half hour after sunset and during the 
hours of darkness on the use of school grounds except 
where permission has been granted. The use of any 
motor vehicle including motor bikes, motor cycles, 
mopeds, automobiles, etc. is prohibited at all times.

School Bus Roles 


Id order to insure the safe transportation of all 
children to and from school, the Agawam School Com¬ 
mittee has adopted School Bus Rules.. They will be rigid¬ 
ly enforced because of potential hazard to all riders. 

The penalties for violation of bus rules shall be a war¬ 
ning initially. A second offense shall resulrin a loss 
of riding privileges for a period of at least five school 
days. Any further-problem will result in loss of 
transportation for a minimum of one month. 

Serious breaches of discipline such as fighting, abuse 
of the bus driver or other passengers, damage to the bus 
or any other action constituting a threat to -safety will 
result in immediate loss of riding privileges rather than a 
warning. 

1. Wait for bus at designated bus stop. Busses will 
stop only at authorized stops. Remain orderly and away 
from street until bus arrives. Pupils arc not to play in 
road; trespass on private property, 4 or engage in 
behavior that could be dangerous to those at bus stop. 

2. Ifyou must cross a highway to board the bus or to 
get back tb your bus stop, wait until the bus driver 
signals that all is clear and that you may proceed to 
cross the highway. Always cross in front of the bus.^ 

.3. Wait until the bus come} to a complete stop before 
boarding. Do nbt crowd toward the street and bus. 

4. Enter the bus quietly and in an orderly manner. 
Proceed directly to a seat. 

5. The driver has been instructed’hot to wait for you. 
Be on time. 

6. Remain in your seat while bus is moving. Pupils are 
not to change seats while the bus is in mpition. Condi¬ 
tions may require specific seating arrangements.. These 
arrangements are to be made by the driver and/or prin¬ 
cipal only. 

7. Leave and enter bus only at front entrance door ex¬ 
cept in case of emergency. Emergency Exit Drills will be 
conducted during the school year to acquaint children 
with methods of exit m emergencies. 

8. Talking in a conversational voice and tone imper¬ 
missible. Shouting or otccssiye loud talking is pro¬ 
hibited. 

9. Undesirable remark^ directed to the driver or other 
students and stirring up adverse behavior are not 

allowed. 

10. Horseplay is not permitted. Students are not to 
yell, motmt , or discharge any objects > that will distract 
or prove offensive to the driver or other motorists 
and/or pedestrian.. Throwing of objects or articles is 
forbidden. 

11. Eating (including beverages) and smoking are not 
permitted on school busses. 

12. Packages other than school materials will not be 
transported at any time. 

13. Pupils are to remain seated at discharge points un¬ 
til the school bus has come to a complete stop. Leave 
quickly and orderly, one at a time. 

14. Pupils must follow instructions given by the bus 

driver. I 

15. Damage to busses will not be tolerated. You are 

responsible for damage to your seat and area during 
your trip. Report any damage immediately to bus 
driver. . ' , 

16. Pupils entitled to transportation may ride only 
bus assigned to and from school. 

17. Students in grades 8 through 12 are required to 
have identification cards, issued by the school depart¬ 
ment, in order to ride school busses. These cards must 
be shown to the driver upon entering the bus. If the 
driver so requests, the cards must be surrendered by the 
student. Such a request will be made only x if a 
disciplinary problem exists. The card will be returned to 
the student through the principal's office when the stu¬ 
dent is again entitled to ride. 

If the driver turns in a card in the afternoon, the stu¬ 
dent will be allowed in rid?JO school the next morning 
pending an investigation of the complaint by the prin¬ 
cipal. 

Cards win be issued annually. Lost cards must be 
replaced before the student will be allowed to ride. 
There will be no charge for the first card but a payment 
of $1.00 will be required for replacement cards. 

Transferred in students will be issued a temporary bus 
pass by the principal. Students leaving school for any 
reason are required to turn in the I.D. card. Cards will 
be prepared during the first week of school by 4hr 
School Department. 

18. The Agawam School Committee reserves the right 
to refuse to transport any pupil who fails to observe 
rules and regulations or exhibits unacceptable conduct.

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What is Chapter 622? 

An important piece of legislation affecting the public 
schools was passed in August, 1971. This law, Chapter 
622 of the General Laws, Acts of 1971, is referred to as 
“An Act to Prohibit Discrimination in the Public 
Schools.” The law reads as follows: 

No person*shall be excluded from or discriminated 
against in admission to a public school of any town, or 
in obtaining the. advantages, privileges and courses of 
study of such public school because of race, color, sex, 
religion or national origin. 

This law makes it clear that all aspects of public 
school education must be fully operi and available to 
members of both sexes and of minority groups. No 
school may exclude a child from any course, activity, 
service or resource available in that public school 
because of race, color, sex, religion or national origin of 
such child. 

On June 24, 1975, the State Board* of Education ap¬ 
proved regulations for Chapter 622. These regulations 
address five areas of school policy: school admission, 
admission to courses of study, guidance, content and 
extra-curricular and athletic activities.

The program activities of Project-Up-grade cover the 
ollowing areas: 

1) Reading, grades 1-7; 

2) Math, grades 1-7; 

3) Home-school counseling. 

Title IX 

What is Title IX? 

Title IX is the portion of the Education Amendments 
of 1972 which prohibits sex discrimination in federally- 
assisted education programs. Specifically, Title IX 
states: 

“No person in the United States shall, on the basis of 
sex, be excluded from participation in, be denied the 
benefits of, or be subjected to discrimination under any 
education program or activity receiving federal financial 
assistance.” 

The governing regulations - effective July 21, 1975 
-cover all aspects of sex discrimination in schools with 
regard to admissions, treatment of students and 
employment.

HANDICAPPED SECTION 504 

Section 504 of U.S. Rehabilitation Act of 1973 is 
referred to as an “Act for Elimination of discrimination 
on the Basis of Handicap in any School District Pro¬ 
gram or Activity Receiving Federal Financial 
Assistance.” 

Section 504 requires that no otherwise qualified- 
handicapped individual shall. soleK In 'vnxon of his 
Handicap, be excluded from the participation in, denied 
the benefits of, or be subjected to discrimination under 
any program or activity in the Public Schools. 

Title IX and Handicap (Section 504) 

Grievance Procedures for Students 

Students fourteen years of age or older, who feel their 
rights have been violated under Title IX or Handicap 
(Section 504), are to contact:

2. Advisor for Office of Student Affairs

If the grievance cannot be resolved by the Advisor? for 
Office of Student Affairs, the following are to be con¬ 
tacted (in this order) to arrive at prompt and equitable 
resolutions of student complaints charging violations of 
Title IX or Handicap (Section 504): 

1. Guidance Counselor (in their building) 

2. Assistant Principal (in theft building) 

3. Principal (in their building) 

4. Superintendent of Schools 

5. School Committee 

Students under fourteen years of age may have their 
parent(s) grieve on their behalf in writing to their 
building principal. If the grievance cannot be resolved 
by the building principal, the following are to be con¬ 
tacted (in this order) to arrive at prompt and equitable 
resolutions of student complaints charging violations of 
Title IX or Handicap (Section 504): 

1. Superintendent of Schools 

2. School Committee 

' The Title IX coordinator will be available to assist all 
grievance committees in arriving at prompt and 
equitable resolutions of student complaints charging 
violations of Title IX. Any grievances charging-viola- 
lion of Handicap (Section 504) will be handled by the 
coordinator of Handicap (Section 504).
